JOE GANS WON 


FROM FRANK ERNE 


IN QUICK TIME 


Knocked Out the Buffalo Boy in 
Less Than One Round. 











—_— NOW CHAMPION 





They Fought for the Lightweight Title. 
Loser Was The Favorite. 


— 


After knocking at the door for ten years Joe Gans, 
the Baltimore lightweight colored pugilist, at last is the 
lightweight champion of the world. At Fort Erie, 
Ont., on May 12 he defeated Fran Erne decisively and 
swiftly, winning in one minute and forty seconds; al- 
mosta record. The end came with startling sudden- 
ness, The men scarcely were warmed up when Gans, 
trying cautiously, caught Erne napping and landed a 
hard right on the ear, which appeared to jar Frank 

_ badly. Gans himself could not believe that he had 
landed effectively, for, while Erne started to spar 
wildly, Gans merely sent out a leftjabasafeeler. It 
went right through Erne’s guard, drawing blood from 
his nose,and Gans rushed in. Erne seemed to be 
dazed. His defense was pitiably weak and Gans sent 
his left to the face and his right to the point of the jaw. 
The blow settled Erne completely. He sank slowly to 
, the floor, fell on his back and was rolling over on his 
| stomach when Referee Charley White had finished 
counting him out. 

The lightninglike character of the defeat struck con- 
fternation into the hearts of the thousands of Erne 
men at the ringside. They were dumfounded. Their 
champion had met defeat before he had fairly begun to 
fight. The splendid condition of the two men seemed 
to promise a good fight and few had expected that there 

| would be other than a repetition of the battle in New 

York two years ago, when Erne stopped Gans in twelve 

rounds. The Gans party was overwhelmed with con- 

gratulations by friends at the ringside. A crowd of 

negroes proudly escorted Gans to his dressing room. 
The consensus of opinion at the ringside was that the 

| fight was altogether too short to successfully determine 
the question of superiority. Gans caught Erne nap- 
ping. Erne really had not begun to fight nor, for that 
matter, had Gans, 

At 8:30 o’clock, when the preliminary was called, 
there scarcely was a seat left in the house and the sports 
still were coming. The first bout showed Joe Mac- 
mahon and Eddie Kelley, 118 pounders. They went at 
it hammer and tongs. In the fourth round both 
punched wildly and repeatedly in the clinches, and 
Chief Griffin of the Fort Erie police Jumped into the 
ring and ordered the bout stopped. Referee Ed. 
McBride declared the bout a draw. 

There was much quiet betting on the main bout. 
Sam Harris, Terry McGovern, ‘“‘Honest John” Kelly 
and Al Herford bet Rod McMahon and other Buffa- 
lonians several thousand dollars, the majority of the 
bets being placed with Erne favorite at 100 to 90. 

Erne’s handlers were Jimmie Connelly, Frank 
Zimpher and “Slip” Kreiger. In Gans’ corner were 
Al Herford, Herman Miller and Young Jackson. Both 
men wore bandages on their hands. It was announced 
that Gans weighed in at 13344 and Erne at 13234 pounds. 
The weight for the bout was 136 pounds, ringside, so 
that both men were well within the limit. 

Round 1—They came out and sparred briskly. Gans 

| led his left for the face twice and twice he missed. Erne 
ducked away from another lead and they clinched. Erne 
tried aleft, butit was high. He came back with a 
| straight punch and Gans sidestepped it easily. There 
was a slight mixup. Gans having the better of it. The 
colored fighter sent a right to the jaw in the next ex- 
change and Gans followed it with both hands to the 
head. Erne seemed to be dazed.’ Gans felt him out 
with a left to his nose, drawing blood. Following up 
his advantage the colored fighter rushed in, put his 
right plump on Erne’sjaw and the fight was over. 
Erne fell slowly to the floor with his mouth and nose 
| bleeding. rolled over on his stomach and was counted 
| out before he could attempt to regain his feet. The 
time of the round was one minute and forty seconds.
